Coast Guard 


Takes 30 from 


Grounded Ship 


Rescue Attempts 
Take Place During 
Howling Blizzard 


SCITUATE, Mass. d’JRi— A Coast 
Guard rescue crew using a breech­ 
es buoy today removed the 30-man 
crew from 
an 
Italian freighter 
which ran aground in a howling 
northeast storm. 
Calming 
seas 
and 
subsiding 
winds aided the Coast Guardsmen 
as they brought the crew ashore 
in a two-hour operation. 
They were taken to the Scituate 
lifeboat station and were to be 
turned over to immigration authori­ 
ties. 
Two earlier attempts to get the 
line aboard, undertaken dunng the 
height of the howling blizzard that 
drove the ship onto the treacherous 
rocks, were unsuccessful. 
The first man off was Gaetano 
Marcellino, 54, of Palermo, Sicily, 
a chief officer. 
“About 2 o'clock yesterday,” he 
said through an interpreter, “the 
seas became extremely rough. W e 
couldn't see anything because of 
the heavy snow. 
The board just 
wouldn’t steer in the rough water.” 
The 7.000-ton 
Italian frei^kter 
Etruseo was hurled aground on a 
sand beach studded with rocks by 
a storm the weather bureau de­ 
scribed as the wildest in a gen­ 
eration. The raging seas foiled the 
441-foot ship's attempt to run to 
shelter in the lee of Cape Cod. 
Instead, the Etruseo was blown 
about parallel to the shore of this 
South Shore resort town, madden­ 
ingly close lo safety for the jittery 
crew but separated from rescue by 
pounding surf. 
Coast Guardsmen attempted to 
fire a line to the ship from shore 
and set up a breeches buoy to 
rescue the men out the first shot 
missed and then tHt gun’s mechan- 
'ism froze up. 
The surf was too strong for 
launching of a Coast Guard Ii 
boat and the cutter Coos Bay stood 
by. unable to approach because o f 
the danger of being smashed into 
the stranded freighter by the mur­ 
derous seas. 
Off Bridgehampton, N. Y., on 
eastern Long Island, the 174-fOot 
oil tanker, Sylvia, wallowed in IM 
pounding seas with a full load o f 
gasoline. 
The ships officers de­ 
ported that they had lost control 
of the rudder but the Coast Guard 
said 
the 
cutter 
Owasco 
h id 
reached the ship and was standing 
by in case the Sylvia drifted to­ 
ward shore.

Light Liming 
Helps Insure 
Clover Stand 


“Light liming” will help insure 
a clover stand where broadcast ap­ 
plications of lim e haven’t been on 
the land long enough in 'advance 
of clover seeding, says C. M. Lins­ 
e y , University of Illinois extension 
agronomist. 
It usually takes 6 to 
8 months to get results from broad­ 
cast liming, he adds. 
“Light liming” is a temporary 
way to get the benefits of a par­ 
tially sweetened soil for a single 
clover crop. #It must be drilled 
with a grain drill to provide a rib­ 
bon of sweet soil just below the j 
seed. 
This gets the lime in close 
contact with the legume and gives * 
soil organisms a chance to work, j 
Linsley says 500 pounds of good 
grade commercial limestone is as 
effective in getting a good clover 
stand as a similar amount of finely 
ground (200 mesh) limestone, es­ 
pecially bn soils medium in acidity. 
Tile commercial 
limestone feeds 
through the grain better than finer 
material, he adds. 
He recommends 400-500 pounds 
of good grade 
commercial lim e­ 
stone per acre for “light liming.” 
“Light liming” is practical on 
tenant farms where the owners will 
not cooperate in a liming program, 
or where the cost of 2 or 3 tons 
of lime per acre is prohibitive for 
the farmer. 
It also is a good sup­ 
plem ent to inadequate broadcast 
applications or 
where broadcast 
applications were 
plowed under 
without being mixed with the soil, 
the specialist states.

Results from 
Nitrogen Vary 
With Season, Soil 


Crop responses from nitrogen 
fertilizers vary with 
the season 
a n d 'with soil conditions, says A. L. 
fang. University of Illinois agron­ 
omist. 
Ile says soil treatm ent history, 
cropping program and yield expec­ 
tations largely determine nitrogen 
need. 
For farmers who plan to 
apply nitrogen to corn this .spring 
and want to get the greatest bene­ 
fit per dollar. Lung offers the fol­ 
lowing recommendations. 
Apply 40-60 Hounds of nitrogen 
per acre for second-year corn fol­ 
lowing a legume if no manure is 
used. 
The same recommendation 
applies to corn following .soybeans. 
corn following a poor stand of le­ 
gumes, and corn growing on very 
sandy soil. 
Where there has been 
no legume, 80-120 pounds of nitro­ 
gen will he required for com fol­ 
lowing corn, and for corn following 
soybeans. 
A lter corn is up, tissue tests or 
leat symptoms will help diagnose 
nitrogen deficiency. 
Ii the defi­ 
ciency is found early enough, you 
can side-dress tho corn with nitro­ 
gen. 
If the corn is too tall for 
side-dress treatment, the leaf symp­ 
toms or tissue tests can guide you 
iii your soil treatm ent for next 
year. 
Side-dressing with soil nitrogen 
can be done with un attachm ent 
on cultivators or with a fertilizer 
attachment on corn planters while 
the corn is still small. 
Anhydrous 
ammonia and 
nitrogen solutions 
should be applied with equipment 
made especially for the purpose. 
Lang 
says 
side-dress 
nitrogen 
should be placed 4 inches deep or 
deep enough to reach moisture. 
To avoid root damage, apply ni­ 
trogen IO or more inches from the 
row. 
The soil should be in good 
tilth and not too wet or too dry. 
Solutions without free ammonia 
may be sprayed on the soil before 
plowing or immediately behind the 
shovels of the cultivator. 
Avoid 
spraying concentrated nitrogen so­ 
lutions directly on the leaves, since 
they may cause “burning.” 


Du Puits Alfalfa 
Tops Old Varieties 


A new alfalfa variety, Du Puits, 
(pronounced Do P wee) yields more 
than old varieties says C. N. Hittlc. 
expert in forage crop breeding at 
tho University of Illinois. 
He recommends it for planting 
only in the southern two-thirds of 
Illinois. 
Du Puits yields more, it starts 
faster in the spring, and it hard­ 
ens later in the fall than varieties 
now grown. 
Du 
Puits 
in four 
straight years of testing at Urbana 
outfielded old varieties, such as 
Ranger, Kansas Common and But­ 
t a l , bv 0 2 tons per acre per year. 
Du Puits is not bacterial wilt 
resistant: therefore, it is recom- 
; mended for only two or three-year 
stands. 
Bacterial wilt will not ef­ 
fect it on a short rotation. 
Bittie says that about 75 percent 
of the farm ers in Illinois coult 
plant it because they have short 
rotations. 
He warns farmers to plant only 
certified seed.

The gardening urge among all 
“green thumb enthusiasts" ought to 
be at a high-fever level by this 
time. 
By mid-March the pleasant study 
of colorful seed catalogs has given 
way to the actual job of getting 
seeds and plants into the soil. Some 
arduous gardeners who adhere to 
the magical values of special days, 
to gardening by certain signs of the 
zodiac and stages of the moon al­ 
ready will have a lettuce bed seed­ 
ed and will be keeping an eye on 
the almanac in planning the rest 
of their activities. 
Others may 
scoff at such ideas and be watch­ 
ing the weather, the temperature, 
or the condition of the soil. What- 
! ever individual beliefs may be, gar­ 
dening time is here. 


I 
Proper working condition of the 
soil is as important for gardening 
•as it is for farm field work. 
To 
disturb the soil when it is too wet 
to crumble well when rubbed in 
| the hand is to invite difficulty in 
preparing a good seed bed or in 
cultivating. 
Gardeners will obtain 
the best results by following sug­ 
gestions printed on the seed pack­ 
et. 
The gardener who has a green 
manure crop, such as rye, to turn 
under for increasing the soil’s hu­ 
mus content should be happy. 
A 
compost of well-rotted leaves or 
crop 
residues 
provides 
a 
good 
source of humus. 
Adding manure 
or commercial fertilizers as needed 
also are recommended. 
Having the soil tested occasion­ 
ally is a practice that often is neg­ 
lected by gardeners. 
The aim, of 
course, is to maintain a high level 
of fertility 
for 
supporting lush 
growth and for producing more 
than one crop annually. 
To blind­ 
ly add fertilizers may be a waste 
of good money and get the fertility 
level out of balance. 
To obtain 
maximum production and full util­ 
ization of fertilizers there must be 
a suitable balance of plant nutri­ 
ents in the soil. 
Do not overlook the value of 
starter solutions when transplant­ 
ing vegetable or flower plants, says 
a Southern Illinois university vege­ 
table specialist. 
No doubt many gardeners have 
noted cabbage or tomato plants 
turning a bluish or purplish color 
after early transplanting. Because 
the color is more noticeable when 
the weather is cool, there is a ten­ 
dency to blame the color change on 
this. 
The plants do not start off 
as vigorously as they should. 
The 
purplish color indicates a lack of 
phosphorus. 
Sufficient amounts of 
the nutrient may be in the soil but 
it does not move through the soil 
'to the p la n ts roots. 
Before the 
deficiency will be overcome plants 
I newly placed in the garden must 
start root growth to reach the phos­ 
phorus in the soil. 
However, plant 
(growth is slower in cool weather 
so the deficiency is more pronounc­ 
ed and the purplish tint is more 
I noticeable. 
Using 
starter 
solutions 
when 
transplanting is a method of over­ 
coming this difficulty. 
These are 
soluble fertilizers which have an 
especially high 
phosphorus con­ 
tent. 
The middle number in the 
analysis statement indicates this. 
Dissolve the fertilizer in water ac­ 
cording to directions. 
Dipping plant roots in the solu- 
'tion and pouring some of the ma­ 
terial around the roots during trans­ 
planting will help in two ways. 
Roots will absorb some of the phos­ 
phorus when set in the solution 
for a short time. 
Pouring it in the 
plant hole will help settle the soil 
more closely around the roots so 
that they will be able to reach the 
phosphorus more quickly.

Spring is the Time 
To M ake Waterways 


If vou have gullies on your land, 
spring is the time to think about 
leveling out and reseeding them 
to make a grass waterway. 
W ell 
sodded waterways prevent costly 
erosion and mean extra dollars in 
your pocket. 
B. F. Muirheid, agricultural en­ 
gineering specialist at the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, recommends seven 
steps in establishing and maintain­ 
ing a grass waterway: I. Leave all 
established sod. 2. Provide a wide 
channel. 
3. Make soil condition 
favorable for seeding. 4. Seed with 
a good grass mixture. 5. Prevent 
livestock damage. 
6. Mow regu­ 
larly. 
7. Stagger furrows along 
waterway when plowing.

Don't Spray Nitrogen 
On Plants 


U R B AN A — Plants can use liquid 
fertilizer when it’s sprayed on the 
leaves, but 
it isn’t practical or 
economical 
to 
fertilize 
common 
farm crops in that way. 


C. M. Linsley, University of Illi­ 
nois soils man, says there are two 
reasons why you shouldn’t spray 
fertilizer on plant leaves. 
First, 
only small amounts can be put on 
at one time, since too much burns 
the leaves and reduces yields. Sec­ 
ond, liquid fertilizer sold for leaf 
spraying costs much more than the 
liquid or dry fertilizers sold for 
direct soil application. 


In tests conducted by agronom­ 
ists E. ll. Early and R. D. Hauck, 
corn 
leaves 
were 
burned 
cmd 
yields 
were 
reduced 
after 
40 
pounds of nitrogen was sprayed on 
the leaves. 


These 
men 
also 
found 
that 
yields were higher on plots in 
which 40 pounds of nitrogen was 
side-dressed, Linsley says. 


Likewise, no advantages result­ 
ed from using the spray method 
on wheat, although in some cases 
yields were equal to wheat that 
was top-dressed. 


If you are considering liquid 
fertilizer on the leaves, you better 
do 
some 
figuring first, 
Linsley 
warns. Compare the cost of spray­ 
ing liquid nitrogen to that of nitro­ 
gen for soil applications. 


H ere’s how to do it. 
A typical 
sales 
literature 
recommendation 
may call for two gallons of nitro­ 
gen for each of two spray appli­ 
cations. 
Since each gallon weighs 
about ll pounds, that would be a 
total application of 44 pounds of 
solution for each acre.

other words, the purpose of the ob­ 
servance of the Lord's Slipper is 
that we might remember his sacri­ 
ficial death on our behalf. He took 
the cup and gave thanks, and said,

this 
and divide it among 
yourselves.” What a scene! Jesus 
and his disciples have met to ob­ 
serve the Passover Feast for the 
last time. The blood of the New 
Covenant 
is about to 
be shed. 
Therefore, 
Jesus 
initiates 
the 
Lord’s Supper to be used in

membrance of that shed blood on 
Calvary.

We need to fol­ 
low the example of those disciples 
and turn the search-light of truth 
upon our own hearts. 
Judas had already made
